80 far, 
then, tt regard* the state of pronti in 
this great branch of colonial inveitmetR 
and induttry, upon which nil other 
branches bang in immedigte dependence, 
ItiAil -e now established tu o. fact alleged 
i,you ew.srticle.on ■-*.« , R ?l!KTan m ," 
lliat Hie price cliarged on money by our 
Banki it tu outrage on every sound prin- 
ciple in political economy, and ia crushing 
the energies ol the country with the 
weight of a mountain, " Interest, " says 
the eoonomijit, " ooglit to be Ian than 
profits, or the tndnsfiry ia lost ; and, ainee 
hope is greater than reality, and rnnuv en- 
terprises fail, so interest ought to be 
freatlu less than averrsge profit*. If the 
hail of Enterpriiea fail, and interett ia the 
hall or profits, usury and idleness are on* 
par with ingenuity and industry. Thus, is 
srofiLs are ltl per eent., and interest tj per 
cent., morr than half the enterprises en- 
gaged in must be successful, or indnstry is 
vaJnelfsi." We hare teen in the fore- 
going evidence, that sheep forming, in one 
cue out of iwenty, may retain a profit 
about eftrrif to Bank interest 1 but, even in 
this rate inttance, "hope may be greater 
than reality," since the "enterprise" may 
fail " through drought, diaeaee in sheep 
and other innumerable rt *--i- 1 rirs to which 
the ettablithmrnt il liaMe. Bank interest 
is therefore in minont excess, even in this 
case ol hippy eictption ; how much more 
so in the nineteen ordinary Bancs, where 
returns barely cover expenses ! The pre- 
sent banking system aa eating like a conker 
into the vilalt of industry and capital, 
and those who madly persist in upholding 
such a system deserve a heavier reproba- 
tion than our humble pen is able to ex- 
press.

Wat item ail, jV.'k.i. 25, Vi\2, — The 
Committionen appointed by the Queen 
for th* purpose of imp.. ring — Srst, whe- 
ther on the re-building of Her Majesty'*
